(S. No. 21 (ft) (ii)/IV), (iO Asafoetida (Hing), (S. No. 31(b)/V), < Hi) 
Cumin Seeds (S. No. 37/IV) and (iv) Medicinal Herbs (S. No 87-109/ 
IV) from Afghanistan and counter-export of aoods from India, under 
Indo-Afghan Trade Arrangement, from 1-8-1975 to 31-7-1976. 

No, 41 -I)TC(PN)/ 76 .— Attention is Invited to Ministry of Commerce Public Notice 
No 125-ITC(PN)/75 dated 29th November, 1975, wherein policy for lmporl of dry 
fruits, asafoetida. cumin seeds and medicinal herbs from Afghanistan under the 
Indo-Afghan trade arrangement from 1-8-1975 to 31-7-1976 was announced, and 
applications from “Approved Importers” and “Others", as defined in paragraph 3 
and 4 respectively of the aforesaid Public Notice, were invited. 

2. On a review of the position 11 has now been decided to entertain applications 
from the applicants who were participating in the Indo-Afghan trade under the 
‘Export first scheme’ and who have since been disqualified from the participation 
of this trade with the termination of that scheme from August 1975-July 1976 
period. Accordingly, they are required to submit applications complete in all 
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respects, for issue of CCPs, to the respective licensing authorities in their jurisdic¬ 
tion, on or before 15th June, 1976, (Jurisdiction of licensing offices is shown in 
paragraph 6 of the aforesaid Public Notice). 

3(i). Eligible applicants in terms of this Public Notice will be those: 

(a) who have past exports to Afghanistan to their credit in any of the five 

years namely, February 1906-January 1967 or August 1966-July 1967, 
August 19G7-.Tuly 1998, August 1968-July 1969, August 1909-JUly 1970 
and August 1970-July 1971; and 

(b) who had participated in Indo-Afghan trade under the ‘Export first scheme’ 

during any of the three years namely, March 1972-February 1973, 
March. 1973-February 1974 and March 1974-February 1976, and had 
made counter imports in their own name; 

(c) and, who have not submitted any applicalion for import of any item from 

Afghanistan during August 1975-July 1970 period in terms of the afore¬ 
said Public Notice. 

3(11). Apart from scrutinising the documents to establish eligibility of the appli¬ 
cants, which the licensing authorities willl no doubt do as required under the terms 
and conditions of the aforesaid Public Notice, applicants under this Public Notice 
are also required to furnish an affidavit declaring their eligibility In terms of 
para 3(i) (a) (b) (c) above. 

4(1). The eligible applicants may apply for issue of CCPs for import of dry 

t rorn Af £hanistan. "Pto 27 per cent of the value of thieir best year's exports 
to Afghanistan in any of the five years mentioned al para 3(1)(a) above. 

4(li). For import of asafoetida, cumin seeds and medicinal herbs from Afghanis¬ 
tan, the eligible applicants can submit applications without any limit as to value.
